SAIGON (AP) - 
A South 


Vietnamese military spokesman 
today denied a charge by U.S. 
Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., 
that the Saigon government is 
trying to sell new weapons the 
U.S. 
government has supplied 


it. 


Proxmire claimed Thursday 


that the South Vietnamese gov- 
ernment has offered private 
arms dealers more than 5,000of 
the new, U.S. M16 automatic ri- 
fles plus grenade 
launchers, 


submachine guns and pistols. 


The South Vietnamese spokes- 


man said his government is ne- 
gotiating with a British compa- 
ny for the sale of 200,000 weap- 
ons, but all are obsolete and 
very few are in operating condi- 
tion. 
He said most of the weapons 


were made in Britain, France, 
Denmark, Italy or Japan and 
the few U.S. arms involved were 
manufactured in 1917. 


"The weapons . . . were not 


provided ... by the United 
States," he said. "The Army of 
the 
Republic of Vietnam ob- 


tained the weapons before the 
United States involvement." 


He added that one condition of 


the sale is that the purchaser 
make the weapons nonoperable, 
"they are for scrap metal or 
souvenirs only."

Israeli War 
Casualties 
Climb to 80 
TEL AVIV (AP) - Israel's 


war casualties along the cease- 
fire lines with its Arab neigh- 
bors have risen to about 80 a 
month, Defense Minister Moshe 
Dayan said today. 


Half of the casualties now are 


on the Israeli-Egyptian front, he 
added. 


The year following the June 


1967 war showed a monthly cas- 
ualty rate of 50, one third of 
them fatal. In the second year, 
the rate rose to 80 per month, 
Dayan told an election rally. 


The Israeli command said a 


22-year-old Israeli civilian in- 
jured in an exchange of fire 
with Jordanian forces on the 
Jordan River Thursday died to- 
day. 


A spokesman also said that an 


Arab saboteur' was killed in a 
skirmish 
with Israeli troops 


near the Jordan River north of 
the Dead Sea. 


A 59-year-old man was killed 


today, and a woman was wound- 
ed by an explosive charge that 
ripped through a bus station In 
southwest Jerusalem. The sta- 
tion was almost empty. A com- 
munique said 12 persons were 
detained for questioning. 


The military government of 


the West Bank town of Qalqiliya 
said that Israeli troops de- 
stroyed six homes in the town 
today after arresting their ten- 
ants as Arab saboteurs. The 
troops found weapons and sabo- 
tage equipment in the houses, a 
spokesman said. 


It was the first time houses 


have been demolished In Qalqili- 
ya since the 1967 war, when the 
Jordanian town almost was flat- 
tened.

Jacqueline Susann, whose hus- 
band Irving Mansfield was to 
produce It, Fox was obviously 
interested in another go-aroundK 
since the original film grossed 
$20 million. But the Mansfields 
vanished from the project, as 
did her treatment. Meyer is 
working on a totally new story 
with Roger Ebert, film critic on 
leave from the Chicago Sun- 
Times. 


He intends to use complete 


unknowns in the film and plans 
to spend a million dollars, plus 
studio 
overhead 
of $300,000. 


That's a small budget for a ma- 
jor motion picture, but strato- 
spheric for Meyer. Of his pre- 
vious 18 pictures, the most ex- 
pensive was $90,000.

Any such device 
that claims to benefit skin 
diseases or the effects of 
aging is liable to seizure by 
the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration. 


As for weight reduction, it 


is true that your weight will 
be less after than it was be- 
fore taking a sauna bath but 
the loss represents water, 
not fat, and unless you suffer 
from waterlogging you will 
do well to replenish the lost 
water as soon as possible. 
If, on the other hand, you 
are waterlogged you'd bet- 
ter place yourself in the 
hands of a good doctor and 
let him treat the cause. 


Saunas might relieve sinus 


congestion 
temporarily 
in 


some p e r s o n s , but here 
again they do not remove 
the cause. On the debit side 
there is danger of chronic ir- 
ritation of the nasal sinuses 
if you use sauna baths for 
prolonged periods regularly 
and there is danger of heat 
stroke if you get carried 
away by your enthusiasm for 
this new fad. 


If you have already spent 


a lot of money on a sauna 
bath and don't want to dis- 
card it you should follow 
these rules: 


• Get your doctor's O.K. 


before using it. 


• Make 15 minutes your 


maximum period in the bath. 


• Provide a sloping ceil- 


ing to prevent hot water 
dripping on you while you 
are in the bath. 


• Use wooden seats or, if 


metal with plastic tops, cov- 
er them with a towel. 


• Provide enough ventila-

Frank Spadone has spent 


endless hours studying mis- 
struck coins and his "Major 
Variety and Oddity Guide of 
United States Coins," pub- 
lished by Krause Publica- 
tions, lola, Wis., shows your 
one-cent piece to be a 75 per 
cent off-centered planchet. 


These pieces occur when 


only part of the blank is re- 
tained in the collar. In other 
words, it failed to nest prop- 
erly just before the obverse 
and reverse dies made their 
impression. 


A large segment of the 


numismatic society collects 
these misstruck pieces and 
assembles them in complete 
collections with each off-cen- 
tered planchet representing 
a different degree of the 
c o m p a s s as well as the 
amount or per cent each is 
off center. The value of the 
coin is determined by the 
extremity of the error and, 
of course, the date and con- 
dition. For instance, a 1960 
cent with approximately the 
same degree of error as your 
1968-D is listed in Spadone's 
book at around $25. 


Many readers of this col- 


umn have asked the value of 
similar pieces and I usually 
refer them to James John- 
son's Clearing House in Coin 
World or a d v i s e them to 
secure a copy of Spadone's 
book. To you I suggest the 
latter. You may like the idea 
of researching your cent fur- 
ther.

In the good old days when 


men were men, cue bids 
were cue bids and always 
showed first-round control of 
the suit bid.

DON'T EVADE DRAFT, 


ELIMINATE IT 


Fireplaces are sources .of drafts 


By MR. FIX 


A draft is a pain in the 


neck, l i t e r a l l y . Enough 
drafts around the home this 
winter and no matter how 
you manipulate the therm- 
ostat, you are going to be 
cold. And you will be wasting 
fuel as well. 


Checking the h o u s e for 


sources of cold air ought to 
be part of your prewinter 
maintenance work. What we 
are talking about now are 
sudden currents of chilly air. 
If your home is warm at the 
level of your head and cold 
around your feet, check your 
furnace and registers. They 
may need cleaning and your 
furnace may need regulating 
since this is generally evi- 
dence of poor heat circula- 
tion. 


The obvious remedies are 


insulation and weatherstrip- 
ping. Floors over porches 
and unheated garages, ceil- 
ings beneath unheated attics, 
all outside walls should be 
insulated. Most of this must 
be done w h e n a house is 
built. 
W e a t h e r s t r i p - 


ping s h o u l d form a seal 
around 
all d o o r s and 


windows. 


Let's assume that all this 


is done. These are obvious 
matters. It's the less obvi- 
ous drafts that are the ones 
that will continue to chill 
you winter after winter be- 
cause once the house is in- 
sulated and the doors and 
windows sealed, you may 
feel that you have done all 
you can. 


There are many random 


sources of drafts, however, 
which will exist in spite of 
conventional insulating. Just 
hold your hand up and you 
can detect the air currents 
that need stopping. 


Check windows carefully. 


As your house ages and set- 
tles the molding and sill may 
separate slightly. Look for 
cracks. If any are found, the 
molding 
beneath 
the sill 


should be repositioned and 


nailed down. 


How a b o u t the putty 


around the glass in the win- 
dow? 
If it is cracked or 


crumbling, remove it and 
apply fresh putty. 


Do your double-hung win- 


dows close tightly? Locking 
the latch between them may 
not be enough; they may still 
remain loose. 
If the two 


parts of the latch do not 
meet tightly, shim up the 
movable part with washers 
where it is screwed to the 
frame. 


Check the molding between 


wall and floor. This may 
separate from the baseboard 
in time. Carefully remove 
it, reposition it and renail. 


Thresholds under outside 


doors may also need reposi- 
tioning. 


If you have a fireplace, 


there may be a draft coming 
from it since it is on an out- 
side or garage wall. Fill the 
joint where wall and fire- 
place meet with a cement 
mix. If the opening is quite 
big, 
stuff it first with alum- 


inum foil and then seal with 
cement. 


If you have a window- or 


wall-mounted air conditioner, 
check the seal around it. 
Calk around it on the out- 
side. 
The unit should be 


provided with a cover. Make 
certain the exhaust and in- 
take ducts are closed.

Curtis Cannon as the weekly 
Hempstead County Review. 


1927 
—Cannon sold plant to 


D.A. Gean, who established the 
morning Hope Daily Press.

Q. 1 understand that social 


security pays benefits to stu- 
dents who ace under 22 years 
of age. Does this apply to all 
students? 


A. No. To receive benefits, 


the student must be the child of 
a worker who is receiving re- 
tirement of disability insurance 
benefits or the child of a de- 
ceased worker. 


Q, My 18 year old son is re- 


ceiving a social security bene- 
fit because he is still in high 
school. He needs only 1V2 credits 
to graduate. Will his checks be 
stopped if he does not take a 
full course load? 


A. His checks will be stopped 


If he is not attending school full 
time. Find but from the school 
whether he is considered to be a 
full time student based on the 
courses he is taking; then get in 
touch with this office. We nor- 
mally accept the statement of 
the school as to whether a stu- 
dent Is full time or part time. 


Q. If I start receiving disabili- 


ty benefits, will this reduce the 
amount of my retirement bene- 
fits later on? 


A. Absolutely not. In fact, if 


you are disabled for one or more 
years before age 65, your retire- 
ment benefit will often be high- 
er. This Is because the years 
of disability can be excluded in 
figuring average earnings for 
your disability and retirement 
benefit. If you are still receiving 
a disability payment when you 
reach age 65, it will be automa- 
tically converted to a retirement 
benefit in the same amount. 


Q. My wife worked under so- 


cial security for ten years, but 
has not worked in the last five 
years. I have heard that in case 
of her death our children could 
receive monthly benefits. Is this 
correct? 


A. Yes. Beginning with Feb- 


ruary, 1968, children can re- 
ceive benefits on their moth- 
er's social security account if 
she is "fully Insured", regard- 
less of when she worked. To be 
fully Insured at the present time 
requires from lYa to 4% years 
of work, depending upon the age 
of the worker. 


Q. I have had medical expen- 


ses of about $10 a month this 
year. Should I request payment 
from Medicare now or wait un- 
til the end of this year? 


A. You may request payment 


now, 
but with small continuing 


expenses we suggest that you 
wait until after the end of the 
year and make one claim for all 
of your expenses In 1968. If you 
insure a large medical expense, 
and your doctor does not accept 
an assignment, you may wish to 
file a claim as soon as you re- 
ceive the bill. If you need help 
to prepare the claim, get in 
touch with your social security 
office or representative.

There was a big crowd at the camera-shooting ses- 


sion on S. Spruce St. last May, and we apologize for the 
long delay In publication. We knew the pictures were 
O.K., of course, when the transparencies were re- 
turned three days later from the Dallas processing 
laboratory where all newspapers send their hand- 
camera color film. But turning them Into press plates 
for publication Is the toughest job In the history of the 
graphic arts. 


The Star feels It is near the end of three years of 


experimental work and shortly will be able to put full- 
color pictures Into print tjje same week they are photo- 
•graphed. 


If today's publication lives up to Its electrical mea- 


surements we believe we have finally arrived at a shop 
routine which will make frequent use of color pictures 
practical. 


The Process 


In today's 19th Color Show we have returned to the 


use of the Trl-Mask method in preparing the color 
transparency for enlargement on the 8x10 Berkey Col- 
or Separator— a step that we bypassed in the previous 
experiment (J8th Color Show, Venezuelan Macaw, May 
9, I960) 


The Macaw picture was successful despite the omis- 


sion - but the same procedure failed when applied to 
today's production. We couldn't bring up the red, there- 
fore returned to making the Tri-Mask for color bal- 
ance— and It worked. 


Eastman Kodak Co. helped recently by bringing out 


a new manual and computer disc for the Tri-Mask pro- 
cess. Previously the Trl-Mask had been governed by 
exposure only— now its making is governed by both ex- 
posure and development. Previous Trl-Masks had been 
made with a development time fixed rigidly at 5 minutes, 
producing masks that were too dense— but for the cor- 
rection of which there was no data, Kodak's new com- 
puter wheel corrects both development and exposure— 
and the first thing it did for The Star was to reduce our 
TrUMask developing time from 5 minutes to $/&. And the 
Berkey machine responded by bringing off a good set of 
separations on the first run. 


We continued, however, with one departure that was 


used In making the Venezuelan Macaw production May 
9. We knocked out the process magenta (red) Ink and 
used Instead today a commercial spot-color red—the 
brighter red which is employed in printing advertise* 
ments. It is a growing practice in process color work 
- and we picked up the idea from W.W, (Billy) Thomas- 
son of the weekly Newnan (Ga.) Times-Herald, who wrote 
an article for the April issue of American Press maga. 
zine, Wilmette, 111, 


If today's combination— a correct TrUMask and com- 


mercial red ink Instead of magenta process ink on the 
press- is successful, then we have established a shop 
routine which will enable us to publish four-color work 
within two or three days of the picture -taking.

Found Near 
Saigon

SAIGON (AP) - U.S. para- 


troopers found two Viet Cong 
sapper bases less than 15 miles 
from Saigon in the past 24 
hours, and the commander of 
the U.S. 2nd Field Force said 
the enemy "is doing his dam- 
ndest" to infiltrate the demoli- 
tion and sabotage experts into 
the South Vietnamese capital. 


Saigon may be in for a "flurry 


of terror," said Lt. Gen. Julian 
Ewell. He reported that cap- 
tured documents indicate the 
Viet Cong and North Viet- 
namese will rely heavily on sap- 
per attacks In the winter-spring 
campaign which the U.S. Com- 
mand expects to start in No- 
vember. 


Troops of the 82nd Airborne 


Division's 3rd Brigade found the 
first sapper camp late Thursday 
afternoon 12 miles northwest of 
Saigon. Its store of munitions 
included 30 pounds of plastic ex- 
plosive, 550 blasting caps and 
30 feet of detonating wire. 


The base was hidden in the 
igh elephant grass of a swamp 
and consisted of about 25 cam- 
ouflaged huts. It apparently was 
abandoned

dent Nixon said today that pro- 
posal for a firm cutoff date on 
U. S. military involvement In 
Vietnam 
"undercut 
and de- 


stroy" his efforts to hasten a 
peace settlement. 


"I think this is a defeatist atti- 


tude, defeatist In terms of what 
it would accomplish," Nixon 
told a news conference. 


"Any 
Incentive for the enemy 


to negotiate is destroyed if he is 
told In advance that if he just 
waits for 18 months, we'll be out 
anyway," the President said. 


Nixon, who made no opening 


statement, was asked at the out- 
set about various proposals on 
an arbitrary cutoff. 


The President said he knew 


they were made "with the best 
of intentions," 1»UIAllowed-if 
an arbitrary cutoff were pro- 
posed, "that inevitably leads to 
perpetuating and continuing the 
war until that time" and de- 
stroys any chance of ending the 
war before that time. 


Nixon thus rejected sugges- 


tions advanced in the Senate- 
Including those of the new Re- 
publican leader 
there, Sen. 


Hugh Scott- for a U. S. declara- 
tion that all American troops 
will be out of Vietnam by some 
prescribed date. 


Scott had suggested that the 


United States get all its forces 
out of Vietnam by the end of 
1972 
Sen. Charles E. Goodell, 


R-N.Y., proposed legislation to 
force full withdrawal by Dec. 1, 
1970.
